The selection was first based upon the 
following lists of fiction: A Thousand of 
the Best Novels, compiled by the Newark 
Free Public Library; fiction of the A. L. A. 
Catalog of 8,000 Volumes for a Popular Li- 
brary; fiction entered in the A. L. A. Book- 
list from the first number to the current 
number; List of 572 Novels for Adults which 
are purchased in Largest Numbers by American 
Libraries, compiled by the Book-buying Com- 
mittee of the A. L. A. ; fiction of the Wiscon- 
sin Free Library Commission's Suggestive List 
of Books for a small Library (Part I. Books 
for Adults, June, 1905) ; annual lists of Best 
Books issued by the New York State Library. 
Since the last edition of the Fiction Catalog in 
1914 the entries have been revised to accord 
with the selected list of the St. Louis Public 
Library. Many new titles have been added, to 
make room for which within the limited num- 
ber of 2,400 those books which least excite 
scholarly or popular interest have been 
dropped from the list.
